INA officers will be the 
final judge with plans to present the trophy or trophies at the state convention 
this fall. 

The Oskaloosa Coin Club won the membership contest last year with a 
106% increase in membership (Can they do it again?) A trophy was also given 
at the state show to the club having the largest membership, that award going 
to Keokuk with 132 members!

It’s not too late to make 
arrangements for displays in bank lobbies, making a talk to high school or 
even junior high history classes about coins, or even just getting a few people 
you know are collectors to your local meetings. 

Another point I'd like to clarify...your organization’s membership list is 
closed... NO ONE has access to that other than Mrs. Peters, our secretary. 
From time to time we get inquiries about the use of our list, and these must be 
declined. Most of you received a mailing from Kagin’s in January on the 
timing and importance of contacting your legislators about laws affecting coin 
collecting and investing. Again, in this case these letters were mailed from our 
mailing list without your name being released to anyone! 

This spring promises to be an especially cheery one at the Mark house...! 
hope it is the same with you. I look forward to visiting with a good many of 
you around the state at upcoming shows. By all means, do not forget the ‘Big 
One’, the CSNS show in Cedar Rapids the last week-end in April. This will be 
the biggest show for coins and paper money ever to hit lowa...ever!
